Beer ‘Does-In’ Slugs 


Non-Lethal Insecticide 


United 
P ress 
In ter­ 
national—A pie pan filled 
with beer will do in just 
about any snail or slug. 
And the brew is a good 
investm ent 
for 
Texas 
gareners interested in killing 
insects 
w ithout 
using 
dangerous insecticides. 
With the beginning of 
spring, gardeners face the 
annual decision whether to 
spray insecticides on flowers 
and vegetables, certainly 
killing the pests, but also 
adding layers of poison. 
Research has made in­ 
secticides less dangerous, 
but there are alternatives 
which present no danger. 
They include lady bugs, 
preying m antises, green 
lacewing flys, spray cans 
filled with red pepper and 
water, garlic and marigold 
plants and even pie pans 
filled with beer. Some of 
them are as old as Texas’ 
history, while others are 
results of the very latest 
research into insecticides. 
One of the most unusual is 
a specific for slugs, the snail- 
like creatures which crawl at 
night. Dr. Raymond 
Frisie, 
director of entom ological

Indoor Plants 
INeed Cleaning

“Those with many small 
leaves may require a gentle 
water spray outdoors—with 
plenty of water. 
“Either way, water should 
be at or near room tem­ 
p era tu re -co ld w ater can 
cause leaf blemishes, 
he 
explained. 
W ater 
the 
plant 
thoroughly several hours 
before application of a 
commercial leaf polish to 
avoid 
possible 
dam age, 
Welch emphasized. 
Plants with hairy leaves 
require special attention, the 
specialist added. “To avoid 
bruising them, use a camel 
hair brush to carefully dust 
leaves.” 


research at the Texas A&M 
University Extension Ser­ 
vice in College Station, said 
a gardener should sink a pie 
pan or tin can to ground 
depth and fill it with beer. 
Slugs are attracted to the 
beer and drown trying to get 
a drink. 
Frisbie, who suggested 
that those who want to spray 
use Malathion because it is 
the least harmful to m am ­ 
mals, said malty of the home 
cures work, though little 
scientific study has been 
done. 
“Over the years they have 
kind of crept into existence,” 
he said. “Some people plant 
garlic or marigolds around 
the plants they 
want to 
protect. Whether that works 
depends a great deal on the 
height of the plant. As the 
plant gets taller, the effect is 
kind of lost and the insect 
will light on the top of the 
plant and won’t be repelled 
as readily.” 
Frisbie said the key to any 
kind of insecticide is careful 
thinking beforehand. 
“ It’s 
a 
psychological 
outlook on your garden,” he 
said. “You don’t have to 
have a completely insect- 
free garden. Most people 
raise more than they could 
possible eat anyway and 
rarely is a garden wiped out 
completely by insect' pests. 
It’s just a m atter of learning 
tp live with the bugs.” 
But for those who don’t 
want or are losing seedlings 
as fast as they appear, the 
ecological ways to kill bugs 
are avilable. 
“When it starts getting 
warm we’ll start stocking 
lady 
bugs and 
preying 
mantis cases,” said Patty 
Farrell, salesman at North 
Haven Gardens in Dallas. 
The lady bugs come in a 
cloth sack and need to be 
refrigerated until sprinkled 
on 
a 
garden. 
Preying 
mantises come in a case in 
the egg stage and are hat­ 
ched into hundreds of insects 
by the sun. The lady bugs or 
preying 
jan tises 
crawl 
throughout 
the 
garden, 
eating aphids, mealy bugs, 
red spriders, cut worms and 
most of the pests living 
there. 
Frisbiee suggested the 
trichogramma wasp, a tiny 
but deadly bug which lays its 
eggs inside the 
eggs of 
another insect. The wasp 
baby will develop through the 
larval stage, eating the egg 
of the pest insect, and then 
emerge as an adult. 
The A&M researcher also 
suggested the use of a 
“ b a c te ria l 
p a th o g e n .’ 
spores carried in a powder 
which is mixed with water 
and sprayed on plants. The 
spores enter the insect and 
cause it to develop a tatal 
disease, but carry no danger 
to humans. 
Truman Smith, manager 
of one branch of the Lawns of 


Beauty 
nursery 
in 
San 
Antonio, said he stocks that 
chemical and has found it to 
be very successful with 
several types of garden 
worms. 


“Our largest committment 
to 
organic 
gardening, 
how ever, 
is 
in 
m icro- - 
organisms used as a fer­ 
tilizer,” Smith said. “These 
have bacteria in them which 
helps aerate the soil and 
decompose organic matter. 
T hey’re 
very 
helpful 
products for use on soil 
which is dead because so 
much insecticide has been 
used on it. 


“ This 
m aterial 
isn ’t 
available 
all 
around 
the 
state. We do a lot of ad­ 
vertising in Houston, and we 
get calls 
from 
the 
real 
hardcore gardeners who 
can’t find it anywhere else.” 
The 
m ore exotic 
and 
hard-to-keep 
lady 
bugs, 
preying mantises and green 
lacew ing 
flys 
are 
not 
available everywhere across 
the counter. Charles Black, 
owner of Blake’s Nursery in 
El Paso, said he receives 
some requests each year, 
but has never found a dealer 
who would sell him some of 
the bugs. 


“ I don’t even know where 
to get them ,” he said. “ But 
really, we don’t get enough 
calls to warrant stocking 
them .” 
Frisbie said pest control 
begins by determinging if a 
bug is a pest, if it is causing 
damage.

On the stern, at a slightly 
higher elevation than the 
bow lights, there m u st be a 
white light which shows an 
unbroken light over an a rc of 
the horizon of 20 points of the 
com pass.
